Brakes 
that are quite adequate at normal 
road speeds may be short of Hie 
mark when the car’s speed is in­ 
creased. Hip only way to be sure 
about this is to make a test im­ 
mediately after you get the urge 
to step on it. Speed up on an open 
stretch of roadway, then see how the 
brakes respond. You may be su r­ 
prised to find that they are quite 
a disappointment.
